London. July 18. — Under Colonial Sec- 
retary Churchill imparted to the house 
of commons tins afternoon the oltieial re- 
ply to the government's inquiries into 
the alleged atrocities perpetrated on tho 
wounded Zulus in Natal during the oper- 
ations against the rebel chief Bambaata. 

According to a telegram from the gov- 
ernor of Natal, three thousand natives 
were killed throughout (he operations 
and '2.000 were made prisoners, including 
the wounded, The Natal government 
had no information of wounded natives 
being killed by the native levies. 

The telegram confirmed the elllclal ver- 
sion of Bataatas' head being cut off for 
identification, and owing to the decom- 
position of the rest of the body, of its 
being subsequently buried with the lat- 
ter. 

In reply to further questions asking 
what steps the government proposed to 
take in view of the practical admission 
of the charges in connection with the 
treatment of wounded Zulus. Premier 
Campbell-Bannormun said there was no 
disposition either to excuse or to admit 
such butcheries. The Natal government 
hud no knowledge of the killing of 
wounded natives, and was greatly sur- 
prised at the extraordinary telegrams 
sent out from Johannesburg Imputing a 
wholesale massacre or [ill-treatment of 
the native wounded. i

FOR LIFE-SAVING. 

United Statos Officials Go to Noah Bay 
to Select a Station. 

yesterday the I'.S.S. CJrnnt lefl 
Seattle for Noah Bay with olilcinls of 

the (J.S. Mfe-Savillg nlld revenue services 
to select a site for a life saving station 
at Noah Hay. A sea-going lug being 
huilt will be established at this station. 
The officials, Mr, Kimball, superinten- 
dent of the life-saving service, and Clipl. 
McClelland, of the r.S. revenue service, 
will return to Seattle on Saturday anil 
will hold a meeting at tlx- Sound nllv 
next Monday with persons familiar with 
the Washington eons! to receive sugges- 
tions for the establishment of stations 
between Cnpe Klaltcry and Cray's Har- 
bor. 

"The station at Xeah May," said Mr. 
Kimball, "will be the best equipped sta- 
tion in the United Slates, if nol in the 
world. Two life-saving boats, one, and 
perhaps both, operated with gasoline, 
will be placed I here, besides the sea- 
going tug. Without the lug the station 
at Noah Bay would he practically use- 
less. 

"Much depends on the semiring of an 
experienced keeper for Ihe Station. Hut 
we have as good men on Ihe Pacific 
con si as any in the service." 

Speaking of the conditions on the Pa- 
cific, from the standpoint of the life snv- 
ing service, Mr. Kimball sulci: 

"This is a difficult coast. At Snn 
Francisco Iho entrance is deep, and 
south of Golden Gale, whore (here is a 
beach, the surf is tremendous, and to 
launch n boat through if. is a difficult un- 
dertaking, 

"The shifting snncls at the mouth of 
the Columbia make it exceedingly dan- 
gerous. 

"Then again, owing to the few harbors 
along Ihe Pacific const, wrecks are not: 
concentrated. On Ihe Atlantic const we 
know Ihe directions in which vessels 
generally head, nnd therefore! we nre pro- 
vided with nn abundance of stations at 
these places."

Full "Text of Measure With All 
the Senate and House 
Amendments. 



WORKS OF NECESSITY NOT PROHIBITED 



Act Will Come Into Force First 
Day of March 
Next. 



The Lord's Day Bill ns amended by 
tho Senate in committee of the whole 
house, July 10, 1006, and as finally 
amended by the House of Commons: 

His Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate and House of 
Commons of Canada, enacts as follows: 

1. — In this Act, unless the context 
otherwise req uires, — 

(a) "Sunday" means the period of 
time which begins at twelve o'clock on 
Saturday afternoon and ends at, twelve 
o'clock on the following afternoon; 

(hi "Person" has the meaning which 
it has in the Criminal Code, ISIVJ; 

(c) "Vessel" includes any kind of ves- 
sel or boat used for conveying passen- 
gers or' freight by water; 

(d) "Railway" includes steam rail- 
way, electric railway, street railway and 
tramway ; 

(e) "Performance" includes any 
game, mutch, sport, contest, exhibition 
or entertainment; 

(f) "Employer" includes every 
son to whose orders or directions 
other person is by hie 
bound to conform. 

(gl "Provincial Act" means any 
charter to a municipality, or any pub- 
lic net, of any province whether passed 
before or since Confederation. 

2. — Ii shall not be lawful for nny per- 
son on Sunday, except as provided here- 
in or in nnj Provincial Act, or law, now 
or hereinafter in force, to sell or offer 
for sale or purchase any goods, chattels, 
or other personal property, or any real 
estate, or to carry on or transacl any 
business of his ordinary calling, or in 
connection with such cnlliiiK, or for unin 
to do, on that day any work, business or 
labor. 

Works of Necessity Not Prohibited 

;j. — Notwithstanding anything herein 
contained, any person may on Sunday 
do any work of necessity or mercy, and 
for greater certainty, but not so as to 
restrict the ordinary meaning of tin- ex- 
pression "work of necessity or mercy,"

(f) Any work without the doing ot 
which on Sunday, electric current, 
light, heat, cold air, water or gas can- 
not be continuously supplied for law- 
ful purposes;

work incidental thereto; 

(hi The continuance to their desti- 
nation of trains, and vessels in transit 
when Sunday begins; and work inci- 
dental therctoj 

(ii Loading and unloading merchan- 
dise, at. intermediate points, on or 
from passenger boats or passenger 
trains; 

jl Keeping railway tracks char of 
snow or lee, making repairs in ruses 
of emergency, or lining any other 
work of a like incidental character 
necessary (o keep the lines and' tracks 
open ; 

(kl Work before six o'clock in the 
forenoon ami after eight o'clock in the 
afternoon of yard crews in handling 
cars in railway yards; 

(1) Loading, unloading ami operat- 
ing any ocean-going vessel which 
otherwise would be unduly delayed 
after her scheduled time of sailing, or 
any vessel which otherwise would be 
in Imminent danger of being stopped 
by the closing of navigation; or loading 
or unloading before seven o'clock in the 
morning or after eight o'clock in the af- 
ternoon any grain, coal or ore carrying 
vessel after the fifteenth of September; 

(m) The curing for milk, cheese, 
and live animals, nnd the unloading 
of and caring for perishable products 
and live animals, arriving at any point 
on Sunday; 

(u) The operation of any loll, or 
drawbridge, or of nny ferry or boat, 
authorized by competent authority to 
carry passengers on Sunday; 

(o) The hiring of horses and car- 
riages' or small boats tor the personal 
use of the hirer or his family for any 
purpose not prohibited by this Act! 

(p) Any unavoidable work after six 
o'clock in tho afternoon of Sunday, in 
the preparation of the regular .Monday 
morning edition of a daily newspaper; 

(<0 The conveying His Majesty's 
mails nnd work incidental thereto. 

(r) The delivery of milk for domes- 
tic use, and the work of domestic ser- 
vants nnd of watchmen: 

(s> The operation by any Canadian 
electric street railway company, whose 
line is iiiterprovlncia! or international, 
or which is operated as part of its sys- 
tem, unless otherwise prohibited by 
Provincial authority, of its cars, for 
passenger traffic, on Sunday, or any 
line or branch now regularly so operat- 
ed; 

(t) Work done by any person in the 
public service of His Majesty while 
acting therein under any regulation or 
direction of nny Department, of the 
Government; 

(n) Any unavoidable work bv fisher 
men after six o'clock in the afternoon 
of Sunday in the taking of fish; 

(v) All operations connected with 
the making of maple sugnr and maple 
syrup in the maple grove; 

(w) Any unavoidable work on Sun- 
day to save property in cases of emer- 
gency or where such property is In im- 
minent danger of destruction or serious 
injury; 

(x> Any work which the Board of 
Railway Commissioners for Canada 
having regard to the object of this Act 
(and with the object of preventing any 
undue delays), deem necessary t" per- 
mit in connection with the freight traf- 
fic of nny railway. The costs of all ap- 
plications to the Board under this para- 
graph shall be home by the applicant, 
anil, if more than one, in such propor- 
tions as the Board determines. Notice of 
application, in which the reasons to be 
relied on shall be fully set out, shall be 
given to the Department of Railways 
and Canals. In all oilier respects (he 
procedure under the liailwny Act, 1903, 
shall, so fnr ns applicable, apply.

•1. — Except in enses of emergency, it 
shall not be lawful for any person to

2. — When any performance at which 
an admission fee or any other fee is so 
charged in provided in any bunding or 
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Packed in tins by the Cerebos Limited 
Newcastle-on-Tyne 
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place to which persons are conveyed for' 
hire by the proprietors or managers of 
such performance, or by any ono acting' 
us their agent or under their control, the 
charge of such conveyance shall he 
deemed an indirect payment of such fee 
within the meaning of this section. 

it. — It shall not be lawful for any per- 
son on Sunday, except as provided in 
any Provincial Act or law now or here- 
after in force, to run, conduct, or con- 
vey by any mode of conveyance, any ex- 
cursion on which passengers are convey- 
ed for hire, and having for its principal 
or only object the carriage on that oay 
of such passengers for amusement or 
pleasure, and passengers so conveyed 
shall not be deemed lo be travelers 
within the meaning of this Act. 

7. — It sJuill not be lawful for any per- 
son to advertise in any manner whatso- 
ever any performance or other thing 
prohibited by this Act. 

2. — It shall not be lawful for any per- 
son to advertise in Canada in any man- 
ner whatsoever any performance or oth- 
er tiling which if given or done in Can- 
ada would be a violation of this Act. 

S— It shall not be lawful for any per- 
son, on Sunday, to shoot with or use 
any gun, rifle or other similar engine, 
either for gain, or in such a manner or 
in such places as to disturb other per- 
sons in attendance in public worship or 
in the observance of that day. 

!).— It shall not be lawful for any per- 
son to bring into Canada for sale or 
distribution, or to sell or distribute 
within Canada, on Sunday, any for- 
eign newspaper or publication class 
ilied as a newspaper. 

10. — Every person who violates any 
of the provisions of this Act shall for 
each offence be liable, on summary 
conviction, to a tine, not less than one 
dollar and not exceeding forty dollars, 
together with the cost of. prosecution. 

11. — Every employer who authorizes 
or directs anything to he done in vio- 
lation of any provision of this Act, 
shall for each offence be liable, on sum- 
mary conviction, to a tine not exceeding 
one hundred dollars and not less than 
twenty dollars, in addition to any oilier 
penally prescribed by law for the same 
offence. 

12. — Every corporation which auth- 
orizes or directs or permits its employees 
(o carry on any part of the business of 
such corporation in violation of any pro- 
visions of this Act, shall be liable, on 
summary conviction before two justices 
of the peace, for the first offence to a 
penalty not exceeding two hundred and 
fifty dollars and not less than fifty dol- 
lars, and for each sugsequent offence to 
a penalty not exceeding live hundred 
dollars and not less than one hundred 
dollars, in addition to any other penalty 
prescribed by law for the same offence. 

Operation of Railways

13. — 'Nothing herein shall prevent the 
operation on Sunday for passenger traf- 
fic of any railway subject 'to the legis- 
lative authority of any province unless 
.such railway is prohibited by provincial 
authority from so operating. 

'2. — Nothing herein shall prevent the 
operation on Sunday for passenger traf- 
fic by any railway company incorporated 
by or subject to the legislative authority 
of tlie Parliament of Canada of its rail- 
way where such opera (ion is not other- 
wise prohibited. 

14. — Nothing herein shall be constru- 
ed to repeal or in any way affect, any 
provisions of any Act, relating in any 
way to the observance of Sunday in 
force in any province of Canada when 
this Act comes into force; and where 
any person violates any of the. provi- 
sions of this Act, and such offence is al- 
so a violation of any other Act, the of- 
fender may be proceeded against either 
under the provisions, of this Act or un- 
der tho provisions of any other Act ap- 
plicable to the offence charged. 

15. — No action or prosecution for a 
violation of this Act shall be commenc- 
ed without the leave of the Attorney 
General for the province in which the of- 
fence is alleged to have been committed, 
lifter the expiration of sixty days from 
the time of the commission of the al- 
leged offence. 

16. — This Act shnll eomn into force 
on the first day of March, one thousand 
nine hundred and seven.

WHAT 11 FREE PORT 
MEANS 10 THIS CITY 



Vancouver Member in House of 
Commons Believes Change 
Will Be Made. 



According to R. U. Macpherson, M.P., 
who has returned to Vancouver from 
Ottawa, where he hns been for the past 
six months attending to his duties in the 
Federal House, the report of the trims- 
portation commission was received with 
considerable favor, and he says will 
eventually be carried out. Embodied in 
the report, it will be remembered, was a 
strong recommendation for the national- 
ization of the principal sea ports of the 
Dominion by the Government. In dis- 
cussing this phase of the report the Ter- 
minal City member, in his interview, in 
reply to (be reporter's query, when the 
proposed change would go into effect, 
"Well, if is impossible for mo to give 
any dates, but I think it will not be long 
before Vancouver will lie mude a free 

port It will mean a great deal 

for this city, which is already Queen 
of the west, commercially and other- 
wise." With all due deference to Mr. 
Macpherson, if he has been quoted cor- 
rectly, it might be pointed out (hat the 
Government would hardly nationalize 
Vancouver in preference to tiny other 
port, and when legislation is Anally pass- 
ed by Parliament authorizing a law to 
he placed on the statute books, embody- 
ing the recommendation of the Royal 
Commission on Transportation in regard 
to free ports, it will he found that as a 
result greater prestige than ever will be 
given to Victoria ns a port of call for all 
vessels plying the waters of the North 
Pacific ocean, especially between Puget 
Sound points and die Orient, 

"If was largely due to the active in- 
terest taken by the hoard of trade, 
through its committee ou pilotage, that 
the commissioners on transportation 
v/ere brought to a realization of the 
needs of a change in tho shipping regu- 
lations governing wharfage fees, sick 
mariners' dues, ami pilot charges," said 
Charles II. I.ugrin yesterday afternoon. 
"Last fall, when the Commission was 
in session here, (he hoard of trade laid 
before Messrs. Keford nnd Ashdown a 
report of local harbor conditions, em- 
bodying a request for the abolishment of 
compulsory pilotage, After reading (his 
report Mr. Ashdown stated emphatically 
as his opinion that he was disposed to 
making all Canadian ocean ports free, 
and particularly Victoria. In this Chair- 
man R'cford heartily concurred, and as 
a 'result the Commissioners' report con- 
tained n clause dealing with this ques- 
tion and recommending the nationaliza- 
tion of (lie ocean ports. Parliament will 
first have to deal with this matter and 
frame laws governing the same. In my 
opinion it would he (lie finest thing Hint 
could happen to Victoria .in expanding 
her trade and commerce," ho concluded. 

A member of the board of trade who 
has taken a live interest in the subject 
of free ports for Canada was shown Mr. 
Macpherson's interview, nnd expressed 
liiupself well pleased' with the prospects 
which the future held out for Victoria 
when the port is thrown open. "What 
effect would the ninkipg of free ports in 
Canada have on Victoria?" he replied, 
to the newspaperman's question, "U 
would simply make Victoria a maritime 
city unequalled on the Pacific. It would 
be the first port of call for nil vessels 
from the south and the Orient bound for 
Puget. Sound, when at present scores of 
ships — even with cargoes for Victoria — 
pass our doors because of the high 
Charges prevailing at this port for pilot- 
age, wharfage, and hospital dues. It 
looks reasonable to say that a vessel on 
the line of the American-Oriental trade 
route would call if no port charges were 
made, nnd when the island secures direct 
railway transportation, with several 
transcontinental lines converging nt this 
point, n big freight and passenger busi- 
ness will accrue here for Asiatic points, 
nnd Victoria would be made a regular 
port of call. Again tho vessels in Ihe 
lumber trade never put in here en route 
to and from Ihe south. With the mak- 
ing of Victoria a free port this would 
all be changed, and the shipping of tho 
city would be enormously stimulated mid 
increased. In many other wnys (lint one 
might mention this port would be bene- 
fitted. 

"It is not over stretching it to say Hint 
with adequate railway transportation 
facilities to the mainland and no por! 
charges through cargoes for eastern 
points would be discharged here instead 
of being carried on lo the Sound, for in- 
stance. Briefly, wherever a ship can 
load and unload Ihe cheapest , she is go- 
ing to do business, and it is quite within 
reason to picture, under the above con- 
ditions, h. a few years — Victoria becom- 
ing n great home port for more than 
one line plying between this coast and 
(he Orient and even around Ihe world."

THE WATER QUESTION. 

It may be stated here by way of 
clearing up misapprehension that the 
Colonist does not hold a brief for the 
Esquimau Water Works Company or 
for any other corporation in existence. 
Neither the Esquimau Water Works 
Company nor any other corporation is 
interested, directly or indirectly, in the 
Colonist or can control its opinions In 
the smallest degree. Therefore, -when 
the Mayor, or those speaking in his 
behalf, insinuate as much, thero Is 
neither truth nor. honesty in their 
statements. The Colcnist is not to 
the extent of one cent obligated to 
support the water works company. 
JCow, then, to come to the actual situa- 
tion in respect to the question of a 
'•water supply. 

The Mayor states he has given 
ample opportunity to the company tc 
make an offer lo the city, and the 
members of that corporation. It must 
be evident to any man of common 
sense that the latter are not called 
upon to make overtures to the city. 
They have been declared by a judicial 
decision to be in lawful possession of 
the rights regarding which there was 
litigation. It is not usual for the vic- 
torious party In a lawsuit to seek the 
other party lo the cause and propose a 
compromise. While the case was sub 
judice, or at least when the action was 
pending, the company did make an 
offer to the city authorities to supply 
tho city with water at Goldstream at 
the rate of one cent per one thousand 
gallons. That may or may not have 
been a reasonable offer, In all the cir- 
cumstances. It was rejected, and to 
do the company justice, it is not now 
Incumbent: upon them to say the least, 
to open new negotiations, To say that 
it has made no move in the matter is 
lo attempt; to cloud the Issue. 

The opinion most generally ex- 
pressed is that the first move of the 
council should have been to see what 
could be done !n making an arrange- 
ment for a supply from Coldstream. 
,'J'he present supply is Inadequate and 
Jioor in quality. and, therefore, 
urgency is demanded. Having failed 
in such a move, it would lie fur the 
.authorities to consider what should be 
done next. In the event of a provi- 
sional arrangement being arrived at, 
■we have not the slightest doubt but 
that the present .situation could he 
relieved by immediately connecting 
•with the system in Victoria West. 
There is ample water available from 
the Thetis Lake system to supply the 
requirement.-, of the city until connec- 
tion could be made with Goldstref.m. 
This, of course, would be contingent 
upon the arrangement being ratified 
by the ratepayers. 

Then, again, as pointed out by 'he 
secretary of the Underwriters' Asso- 
ciation, the distribution we already 
■ havo Is Imperfect eve:; If rve contlne 
ourselves to Elk Lake and its auxiliar- 
ies, The Mayor, however, instead of 
paying attention to the emergencies of 
the situation, Is flying about the hills 
in the Highland district and talking 
volubly about his plans, which even 
If they should be 'ratified require con- 
siderable time In (he future to he con- 
summated. 

-And we forget all tho time that the 
ratepayers are the final arbiters In 
the matter. They have to pay, and It 
is possible they might prefer to pay 
the price to be asked for tho Oold- 



THE CANADIAN ANNUAL REVIEW 

The fifth volume of the Canadian An- 
nual Review, by ,T. t'astell Hopkins, has 
been received. This deals with the Can- 
adian events of the year 1005, and is a 
volume, including the index, of 030 
pages. In its general lines it follows the 
publications of the previous years, being 
a review in detail of the history of Can 
ada as a whole and by provinces for tie' 
year, anil as such, is a valuable record 
for the student of political or economic 
affairs. 

The Review 1 is profusely illustrated 
with portraits of public men, that is to 
say, men who have during the year 
lOOo been brought into more or less 
prominence in various ways. 

The value of a work of this kind, of 
course, depends largely upon the char- 
acter of the compilation ami editing. 
The editor. Mr. Castell Hopkins, has 
nu established reputation for his ability 
in this direction. He Is a man of great 
industry and indefatigable research, us 
well as of literary ability. His intimate 
knowledge of the facts of Canmlian his- 
tory, and of Canadian affairs, politically, 
industrially and commercially, leaves 
nothing to be desired on the score of 
workmanship, accuracy ami thorough- 
ness. 

The contents include a review of Do- 
minion political affairs, the general elec- 
tions in Ontario,, the provincial elec- 
tions in Alberta and Saskatchewan, the 
public affairs of the different province-, 
Dominion and Provincial finances, our 
relations with tho Empire, our relations 
with the United States, the transporta- 
tion interests of Canada, our militia af- 
fairs, our educational interests, Cana- 
dian literature ami journalism, sociolo- 
gical interests, production, trade and 
material progress, our financial insur- 
ance and industrial conditions, miscel- 
laneous incidents, Canadian obituaries, 
and an historical sketch of the Canadian 
'Northern Railway. Thus nothing of in- 
terest has been omitted from considera- 
tion. Accompanying the Review for 1905 
is a chronology of Canadian History 
from Confederation in 1S07 up to iiio 
end of 100t). This in itself is a most use- 
ful little work anil will be highly prized.

It is evident that there is to h 
abatement of the prosperity of the Unit- 
ed States for a time. Henry Clews in 
his weekly circular, dated New York, 
July 1-lth. snys thai the crop situation 
is eminently satisfactory. A wheal crop 
of over 722,000,000 bushels, as indicated 
by the last Government report, Is nearly 
10,000,000 bushels greater than the pros- 
pects of a year ago. A corn crop ,>!' 
700,000,000 is the present promise, 
which is almost a record crop mp] 50,- 
000,000 bushels above last year's indica- 
tions. A good cotton crop is also prom- 
ised, the average estimate being 11,000,- 
000 bales. 

Good crops, of course, area large 
money-producer, ami especially at a 
time when home consumption is active 
and prices are well maintained*.

The Prlhyloff Islands are the sanctuary to 
which seal resort during Hie breeding 
season. Since the nequ Initio.", of Alaska, 
the government ,,f the United States has 
endeavored, without success, to prevent 
any killing of seal In the open waters, 
flee to nil nations of Hie ivorhl, while II 
has permitted Hie butchery of many 
thousands of seal annually, while help- 
b'ss on shore, mi these breeding Islands, 
thus reversing Hie rules adopted for I lie 
preservation of nil ether wild animals or 
game birds. 

■'The Mile results of Hie restrictive laws 
pursued by the United Stntes have been 
lo drive tlie scnllng Industry from the 
state of Washington to tin. province of 
Itiitlsli Columbia, and to Japan, anil to 
give tlie lessees of Hie Prlhyloff Islands- a 
monopoly of Hie American market for sen' 
skins. 

"Tlie proper policy to pursue, it would | 
seem, would be to proteel Hie breeding 
grounds absolutely; to forbid for all time 
Hi" butchering of seal on shore; or In 
waters within the Jurisdiction of ihe 
United States, nnd to give to citizens of 
the Culled States ihe same rights to hunt 
seal on the high seas as are enjoyed by 
every other people save American' citizen's 
alone; rights which this country cannot 

Impair. 

"For years the vigorous young males of 
the seal herds have been butchered ashore. 
In countless numbers. The take nl sea 
In the open waters, by Bportsmnn'lkc 
methods, Involving skill and daring of a 
high order, has been relatively small us 
compared with the butchery ashore yet 
In all of the interested argument* which 
have been advanced for a continuance of 
the existing monopoly of seal furs In the 
American market, II has been assumed 
that the diminution of the herd has been 
due entirely to the killing on the high 
sens, never lo the butchering' of the seal 
on shore, when, they are as helpless as 
oxen In the shambles. 

"This country |ms spent hundreds of 
thousands of dollars lo proleet this mon- 
opoly, nnd has gone to strange lengths 
in its Interpretation nt International law 
la trying to prevent seal from being hunt- 
ed and killed in their natural element, In 
a sportsmanlike manner, 11 has been 
forced to recede from Its untenable posi- 
tions, It has paid heavy damages for Us 
unlawful seizures of foreign vessels en 

gaged In seel hunting. It has also nil I 

the American citizens who were pioneers 
la the deep water seal fisheries, conjlsciit- 
eil their property and forced them to take 
refuge under a foreign Haft. 11 'bis like- 
wise created a monopoly, which commands 
the sole source Of supply of fur seal for 
the American market, 

"The national point bf view of the seal- 
ing business lias been wholly nnd radical- 
ly wrong. This view has been promoted 
almost entirely by those Interested In the 

contlnttauco of n profitable monopoly, it

Is high time that a more intelligent view 
be taken of the matter, and that one 
school for the training of hardy and dar- 
ing seamen, such ns pelagic sealing once 
wus, should be open again to American 
citizens, who alone lire at present exclud- 
ed from It." 

Surely this, coming from a Pacific Coast 
newspaper, presumably seized of all the 
facts of the ease, should give pause to 
Sir Mortimer Durand in his fatuous sur- 
render to the blandishments of the agents 
of the Commercial company. He has 
made a weak show of resistance to the 
abandonment of British rights In the 
premises by Insisting that the United 
States shall absolutely prohibit the 
slaughter of seals on the rookeries for one 
year. What possible bearing such it pro- 
hibition can have on the merits of the 
case Is beyond human com prehension, hut 
perhaps Sir Mortimer can explain.

THE WATER QUESTION. 

Sir— Dealing with some remarks made 
by A. W. Hons, secretary or the tire un- 
derwriters, permit me to correct one or 
two errors that, appear. First, he says 
that "Victoria householders are enjoying 
a much better rate than they are entitled 
to." Now, this is not the case, cs the 
basic or key rate for the city was fixed by 
nn expert from Portland, mid at the very 
lime of the disastrous lire we had here 
two years ago, when tlie water pressure 
was just as had us nt present. 

Secondly, he goer; on to say: "At present 
Victoria has a Hat rate of ".">.7. while Van- 
couver has 2H.5, or a difference of nearly 
2% per cent." What lie possibly meant 
to say was that the standard rate for

main laid to Elk lake. 

By doing this, -with a water tower at 
Ihe lake, and an auxiliary salt water sys- 
tem for tlie business section of the city 
fur the ami street sprinkling purposes, 
there Is no neisl whatever lo buy out the 
Goldstream company's Interests for many

The canneries say 
that this labor problem is going to be a 
very serious matter in the future.

PRIVATE VS. MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP

This, of course, is n vastly ro- 
Uubcd majority because many govern- 
ment supporters agreed with the oppo- 
sition in their desire to compel the loeal 
authority to give extruded facilities to 
deuoaiinationalistfi who want denomina- 
tional teaching. As the clause stands, 
it is permissive and not mandatory—But 
the government has agreed that there 
may be an appeal to the board of edu- 
cation if after four-fifths of the par- 
ents in a school district demand extend- 
ed facilities for denominational teaching 
on live days a week and then the board 
of education may compel the local auth- 
ority to grant the facilities, or they may 
support the loeal authority or in certain 
eases they may allow the .denomination- 
alists to contract out of the act and run j 
their own schools, taking a grant from | 
the government, but nothing from til 



bent views the evil with alarm and 
would make the prohibited nge up to 21. 
The bill which in to be introduced In 
parliament makes the age limit 10 and 
it would make it illegal for the tobac- 
conist to sell or convey to any youth 
under 1(>. The witnesses before the se- 
lect committee sown to regard the penal- 
ising of the trader an unjust as well as 
ineffectual as tbe ingenious youth can al- 
ways get his supply indirectly. The 
only check will be the arrest by the po- 
lice of any lad found smoking. With- 
out going to the extreme length pursued 
by the American legislatures, England 
is determined to make an attempt to 
check the evil which medical and other 
authorities are strongly insisting in a 
potent cause of physical deterioration 
and moral degeneracy as well. The to- 
bacco trade in England would welcome 
the suppression of the boy smoker, but 
traders before the committee this week 
have protested against: the proposal to 
make the tobacconist the mark fur the 
law's penalizing regulations. 

In commercial circles a good deal of 
interest is felt in the mission of the rep- 
resentative of the British board of trade 
and to report the reasons for our com- 
paratively small exports to the Domin- 
ion. It seems too much to expect that 
a rapid survey by a single official will 
'disclose any fads not already perfectly 
well known to British traders. Some 
of Hie Chambers of Commerce are 
pointing out. a list of articles in which 
England might trade willi Canada, if 
the tariff were reduced as it could be 
without injury to Canadian manufactur- 
ing interest. Bui the board of trade has 
intimated very properly that fiscal mat- 
ters are not for their representative to 
ileal with. As Britain has washed her 
hands of protected tariffs altogethr, she 
cannot presume to advise any of the 
colonies how they should adjust their 
tariffs which are for them ami aot for 
us to consider. 

The latest legislation adopted in Aus- 
tralia to prevent adulteration is viewed 
in many business quarters here as a 
counsel of perfection. The regulations 
requiring the description of the ingre- 
dients in medicines, manures, seeds, etc. 
and that goods described as woollen 
must contain at leasL !I0 per cent, w 
are of course highly approved but it is 
suspected they may be found too oner- 
ous— costly. The drastic rules for ex- 
ports especially those relating to butter, 
cheese ought to command increased re- 
spect for Australian business methods 
and popularize Australian products in 
the British markets. It seems a pity 
that aiiv colonial government should lie 
left to 'itself in this matter of compell- 
ing honest trading and the prevention ol 
adulteration. It would assist our lnlcr- 
[mperiai commerce if England and all 
the colonies joined together in adopting 
a uniform code of regulations to ensure 
that ail British merchandise at least 
shall be what it seems and that true de- 
scriptions shall be the rule. The greed 
of s.unc traders has of late blunted their 
moral sense until now adulteration is 
no longer regarded as a thieving but a 
smart business. Australia in setting the 
example of stern purity ought to be en- 
couraged by the whole British Empire. 
The emigration returns for the month 



dard of taste is set for them like the 
fashion of their clothes, and instead of 
manners they have only mincing eti- 
quette. Their occupations are nnitor- 
driving and card-playing, and their rec- 
reation guilty intrigues in country 
homes, and lounging in the stalls of gay 
theatres.

The smart set "'of 1 London, 
who are the most profligate and unscru- 
pulous, are not aristocrats; most of 
them are the sons and daughters of mid- 
dle-class people who have become rapid- 
ly rich, and the American millionaires 
have largely recruited their ranks, and 
vulgarized London's society. The real 
aristocracy and the bulk of the middle- 
classes know them not, so that the vices 
of the smart set are not so dangerous 
to the nation as the preacher thinks. 

Dr. Cowrn, who is conducting the 
IHnudcl Festival at the Crystal Palace 
this week and who look part in the 
British-Canadian concert, lias been giv- 
ing his opinion of the progress of musi- 
cal culture in England. U is significant 
to note that in the aristocratic; Bcl- 
gravia and .Mayfair. according to Dr. 
Cowcn, the taste for good music is not 
improving a! all. Tlx; upper classes 
patronize Hie Intent novelty ' in music 
and the newest tenia- or prima donna, 
but their taste in music is really on a 
lower level than that of the nuddle- 
clnsses, which, thanks to the increase of 
orchestral societies everywhere, has ad- 
vanced amazingly. The decadent tenden- 
cy in literature and art is noticed too in 
music, but there are signs of a revival 
of taste in the demand amongst the mid- 
dle-classes for simpler music. The work- ! port 
tag-class is as depraved ill the matter ol 
musical taste as the upper classes, and 
for l his the music halls are mainly re- 
sponsible, and, of course, the lack of 
education. To tin 1 middle-classes Dr. 
Cowcn looks to purify public taste gen- 
erally, and lo elevate the standard of 
taste in music especially. 
! At an exceptionally interesting art 
j sale at Christie's saleroom this week 
some very beautiful pictures wen?

The more 
experience London has of motor omni- 
bus companies, the more it is inclined to 
prefer municipal ownership. The Lon- 
don county council tramway men are 
paid liberal weekly wages and have an 
eight hours day and nre nol obliged to 
rush to make trips to earn a days pay. 

The old churches in the City ol Lon- 
don so beautiful and picturesque are con- 
stant delight to the stranger tts In- 
comes upon them ill very many unex- 
pected nooks and corners of commercial 
London which has grown up round 
(hem. One of the most interesting ol 
these is. St. Michael's, Cornllill, to which 
the Bishop of l.oii loo has inducted his 
old headmaster. Here within sight of Ihe 
Bank of England and the Iloyal Lx- 
eiiange stands this old world church, 
whose famous bells were wrung by the.

Bill if col- 
onials will consider il is nol that Ihore 
is less pride or less attachment lo Ihe 
empire here in England than in Creator 
Britain, but simply because being na- 
tives bore love of country and pride in 
t Ii o British government are tnken for 
granted. What is amiable filial regard 
in tin colonial would in any Englishman 
„i home be offensive egotism and bom- 
bast. The Australian and the Canadian 
never will find the British empire 
flaunting its Hag in England. 

The appeal which the Free Traders 
are sending to Australia In view of the 
general elections for the commonwealth, 
is being signed by the greal majority of 
our members of parliament, but of 
course no member of the government is 
asked to sign It. Il is well thai col- 
onial electors, when they think of tariff 
reform nnd preferences, should realize 
that In Great Britain we have to Import 
from foreign countries the bulk of whnl 
we consume. Whereas the colonials can 
be protectionists without taxing the nec- 
essaries of life, because they grow more 
than they consume, ami need not depend 
imports for supplies. The British 
electors, on whose behalf Ihe appeal Is 
sent, recognize thai the colonies never 
asked for preferences, and further thai 
no offer thai they could make would 
compensate us for the tax on food, n 
is earnestly hoped that the refusal to 
niter our free trade system will be un- 
derstood as no unfriendly action on our 
part, ami Ibis appeal i.s made lo keep up 
Ihe friendship and good-will between the 
colonies and the old country, The free 
traders here frankly acknowledge thai 
the appeal so strongly nut to Australia 
is in itself an acknowledgment of the 
need of interchange of British and en], 
on in 1 opinion. Il is thus indirectly a 
compliment to Mr. Chamberlain, whoso 
aim was .to introduce colonial opinion 
here. The interchange should make for 

imperial unity. 

The reply from Australia to the free 
traders' appeal is the reply that was an 
tlcipnted here. Of course it is well un- 
derstood that no colonials anywhere 
would seek' a one-sided fiscal bargain 
with the old country. Neither Canada 
nor 'Australia would for a moment con- 
template an arrangement which would 
be oppressive to Ihe British workers 
and the millions of families bore to 
whom protection would mean dearer 
food and other necessaries of life. It 
has never yet been suggested how col- 
onial preferences which would benefit. 



and South Africa— nnd, of course, India 
must not: be left out — could be arranged 
without Brut fixing a tariff which would 
instantly operate against Britain in her 
transactions with America and Argen- 
tina and Russia, France and Germany 
and other foreign countries from which 
we get our foodstuffs and raw materials; 
If unity of the empire is to depend upon 
a federal fiscal system, England is dis- 
posed lo ask why cannot the colonies 
fall into line with England and adopt 
a tlli'lff for revenue only, instead. of ex- 
pecting Ihe old country to adopt a re- 
actionary policy which would prejudice 
her world-wide commerce'.'' The plain 
truth, as il appears lo the majority 
here, is that England cnnnol afford lo 
give up the favored nation treatment 
she now enjoys. 

According lo British trade returns 
just published it appears that last year 
Britain's imports from foreign countries 
amounted to £437,000,000, as against 
£431,000,000 in 1904, and her experts 
to foreign countries' wore £210,000,000 
in 1005, as against £188,000,000 In 1904, 
and her re-exports to foreign countries 
were £88,000,000 ill 1005, as compared 
with £01,000,000 in 1904. Thus, Brit- 
ain's trade, both ways, with foreign 
countries is largely on the increase. 
Willi British possessions Britain's im- 
port trade in the last two years has in- 
creased from £120,000*000 to £127,000.- 
000, and exports to British possessions 
have increased from £111.000,000 in 
1901 to £113,000,000 in 1005. it should 
be understood thai nt the trade with 
British possessions £30,000,000 of the 
above imports came from India last 
ear, and £44.000,000 of lb» above ex- 
went to India from Britain in 
1905. It will be noticed too Unit the 
British exports lo foreign countries in- 
creased by £28,000,000, and the exports 
by £7,000,000, whereas the exports to 
British possessions, including India, in 
creased by only £2,000,000. Leave In- 
dia oil I of Ihe 're. doming, and il will be 
seen that Britain's exports to the colon- 
ies amounts to about £122.(MHI.(I00 <in- 
cluding £0,000,000 of re-exports), while 
Ihe exports to foreign countries, includ- 
ing 408.000.000 re-exports, amounts I 1 
over £285,000,000. These figures ex- 
plain Britain's free trade policy and 
her dread of tariffs. 

The latest poor law returns show thai 
the cost of maintaining paupers is an 
unreasonably large burden on the rate- 
payers in some parts of the country and 
comparatively trilling in others. The 
rale per bead of the population for 
maintaining indoor paupers in London 
is over '_'s. 5d., while ill the rest of the 
country it is only S'.jd. The inquiry be- 
ing made into the alleged extravagance 
ill cert ;i in workhouses will be extended 
to many more, and in the end It will be 
seen that more money is spent in keep- 
ing up the bastlles of the poor than if 
Ihe paupers were given an old age pen- 
sion or oilier relief Biinicieill to keep 
them outside. The reform of British 
poor law system cannot be long delayed, 
and il is likely that some thing like old 
age pensions, as in ilie colonies, or Ihe 
IClbertield system, as adopted on the 
continent, will be set up instead.

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While dipt. Bucklioltz lias liccn in- 
Btruclcd by Hie local company which 
despatched him to England to look over 
several steamers, it is stated that the 
steamer for the West. Coast route in op- 
position to the C.r'.lt. steamer has been 
practically chosen. The vessel selected 
is a steamer of 5IM) tons gross tonnage, 
147 net tonnge, and was built in 1805, 
The steamer is a line metal vessel class- 
ed 100 A at Lloyds. Between perpen- 
diculars the steamer is 173 feet long, 
arid has a breadth of 24 2-,'i feet. The 
vessel has a moulded depth of ll'/i feet. 

The total amount of freight for which 
there is space in the steamer is 42,8 tons 
dead weight. It was staled that there 
was accommodation for eighty passen- 
gers, The steamer has a British board of 
trade certificate permit ting her to carry 
20 first-class, 2o second-class and a few 
steerage passengers. 

The vessel draws twelve fo*t of water, 
and steams 12 knots an hour on a con- 
sumption of D 1 '. Ions of coal per day. 
There are three" large hatches. The ves- 
sel is fitted with triple expansion engine.! 
with n nominal horse power of 70, and 
her cylinders are 15, 2.'l. and I!!) inches 
in diameter, with a thirty-inch stroke. 
There is one tubular boiler in good con- 
dition, with a pressure of 180 pounds. 

The steamer is fitted throughout with 
electric light, has steam steering gear 
and two good steam winches. The ves- 
sel is now at Liverpool, and if satisfac- 
tory in the opinion of Oapt. Buckholtz 
and Chief Engineer Hewitt will be taken 
over at once and started for Victoria 
within t He next three weeks. 

It is understood that some of the 
shareholders of the whaling company 
which has worked up such a large busi- 
ness at Sechart and is contemplating an 
additional trap, as stated in these 
columns some days ago, are interested in 
the purchase of this steamer. The 
growth of business on the Vancouver 
Island coast has been so great that it 
is generally considered that there is now 
business for two steamers. 

Steamer Tees, of the C.P.R., ('apt. 
Townsend, which arrived yesterday from 
the west coast, had on board a large 
complement of passengers, including a 
large number of loggers and others, and 
included amongst the cargo was a ship- 
ment of 224 barrels of whalebone and 
47 tons of fertilizer, us well as other 
whale products from the Sechart whal- 
ing station. The Tees will proceed to 
the. ocean dock this morning to discharge 
this freight. 

The news published in these columns 
yesterday that two new sawmills and, 
other new industries were contemplated 
for the west coast, created much interest. 
Further particulars were received yes- 
terday. It is learned that the McBwan 
.Bros, of Seattle, who control the Mos- 
quito harbor_ mills, will establish their 
second' mill at Noorka' 7n the nenr fu- 
ture, they having secured timber limits 
in the vicinity of 0,432 acres, with some 
of the finest red cedar in the world, esti- 
mated at 6,000 feet to each acre. The 
new will is planned to have a capacity 
of 60,000 feet daily. The Pacific Coast 
Lumber Co., which has secured 7,074 
acres, will establish a mill on Guaqueu 
'Arm. 



Kauffman, of the Boston, called upon 
His Honor Lieut.-Qovernor James Duns- 
mulr at Government House, and the 
Lieut.-! Inventor will visit oil board the 
warships this morning. 

The U.S.S. Chicago and Boston will, 
on their return north from Collforna, 
pay another visil to Esquimau, and will 
make a more extended stay, and the 
T.S.S. Princton, andother gunboat, now 
on the Sound, will also shortly pay a 
visit to Ibis port. The U.S.S. Princeton 
is expected next week. .Mrs. Gooderioli, 
wife of the Hear-Admiral on board the 
Chicago, arrived from the Sound yester- 
day, and will remain in Victoria until 
the return of the Chicago. 

The C.S.S. Nebraska will not visit 
Victoria. There was no intention of do- 
ing so. The battleship, just, completed 
at the Moran yards at Seattle, completed 
a satisfactory standardization test, on 
Monday and on Tuesday passed her en- 
durance lest. This was done in n four- 
feen-honr run to sea outside Cape Flat- 
tery. The Nebraska made the trip at 
an average speed of 19.06 knots an hour, 
which exceeds the requirements by .00 
knots. The policy of the government 
ill offering a bonus for excessive speed 
over that required by the contract has 
been done away with, and there is now 
little incentive for forcing a vessel. 

The Nebraska now holds third place 
among the battleships of Hie navy, and 
her makers have succeeded in outclass- 
ing two of the vessel's sister ships, the 
Rhode Island and the Virginia. The 
■Rhode Island on her four-mile test trip, 
developed an average speed of 10.(111 
knots au hour, and the Virginia on the 
same trip of 10 knots flat. The New 
Jersey and Georgia, the two sister ships 
which have outdlassed her on the official 
trip, developed speeds respectively of 
10,18 knots ,-fhd 19.26 knots.

n'ho vessel carries a total complement 
of 405 men. The armament consists of 
4 eight-inch guns, two at either side of 
the top deck, and 14 live-inch quick fir- 
ing guns on Hie gun deck below, with 
Fix-pounder rapid firing guns on tue 
bridge deck. 4 Colt's automatic guns, and 
two 1 pounders. The U. S. S. Boston is 
ii vessel of 3,000 tons displacement, 271 
feel long, -12 feet beam, ami 20 1-2 feet 
draught. The Boston was built at Clies- 
Jer. Pa., a year before the Chicago wusj 
laid down. The complement is 202 men 
under Cain. Kauffman. The Boston car- 
ries two eight-inch guns, one forward 
nnd the other aft. both in barbettes, six | 
and 2 maxims. The gunboat steams lli| 
knots.

CAME TO VICTORIA. 

Man Put Ashore at Port Townsend 
From Ship Lynton Sent Here. 

Capt. E. Gates James, master, and 
W. F. Stevens, mate, of the British ship 
Lynton at Seattle, who were charged 
with violating the U.S. immigration 
laws, have been dismissed, it having 
been shown that the seaman sent ashore 
by them for medical treatment at Port 
Townsend despite the failure to secure 
permission from the U.S. immigration 
officials, had boon sent to Victoria. The 
complaint recited that on May 20, 1900, 
the officers of the Lynton, then lying at 
Port Townsend. had been notified by the 
immigration officials that one Joseph 
Pirie, an alien, and suffering from a 
sprained ankle, must not be allowed to 
land, but that in spite of such order 
Pirie was permitted to go ashore by the 
captain and first officer. 

YVllilu admitting the facts as present- 
ed by the, government, the defence offer- 
ed in extenuntioii Hint there had been 
no intent to violate the laws. It was 
shown by witnesses that the ship's offi- 
cers had sent the alien ashore to the 
British consul at Port Townsend, who, 
as soon as he could, sent him on to Vic- 
toria. 



THE SHEARWATER RETURNS. 

Put Back From Comox Owing to Ill- 
ness of Captain Hunt. 

ELM.S. Shearwater, which left port on 
Saturday last for Behring Sea on her 
annual pelagic sealing patrol cruise, re- 
turned to port yesterday morning, with 
her commander, Capt. Hunt, seriously 
ill. It was found upon arrival at Comox 
that Capt. Hunt was too ill to proceed 
on the voyage north, and the sloop-of- 
war was returned to Victoria. Capt. 
Hunt was removed to the hospital. It 
is n it. expected that he will recover in 
time to permit of his going north with 
the vessel, nnd a new start will probably 
be made on Monday next with Hie 
Shearwater in command of her navigat- 
ing lieutenant, Lieut. Kerwln.

Bullens /Vsked to Submit Figure to 
Patch Vessel. 

The Bullens of Esquimau have been 
nsked to submit a figure for temporary 
repairs that will patch the wrecked 
steamer Mnrieeli en sufficiently to permit 
the steamer leaving the dry dock at Es- 
quimau. If is not known, though, whe- 
ther such steps will be taken to get the 
vessel from the dry dock.

A discovery of an immense copper- 
gold deposit, which with development 
nitty eclipse the famous Britannia pro- 
perly, has just been made by Joseph 
Saul tor, a prospector well known In 
Kootonay and SInillkanioeii, who came 
flown from Howe Sound last: night, says 
the Vancouver Province. Beyond stat- 
ing (hat Ihe find is situated some three 
or four miles lo the northeast of the Bri- 
tannia, the discoverer will not 11L present 
make known Ihe exact location of. it. 

According to statements made by 
Sau I ter, he has really discovered and lo- 
cated two distinct, ore bodies. One' of 
these consists of a mammoth deposit ex- 
»| posed in the form of a great bluff. This 
C j is throe hundred feet in width, and one 
six-inch lento of oro in it lias given as- 
says of $100 in copper, gold and silver. 
The remainder of the deposit on the sur- 
face appears from assays to consist of 
low-grade ore which will pay well when 
mined in quantity. 

Other Discoveriss Reported 
Not very far from the large ledge 
there is a vein twenty feet in width, 
which from samples taken clear across 
its fnee cave assays of .fill in gold, sil- 
ver mid copper. These assays were on 
samples taken directly from the surface 
.in-.; beneath ihe capping. 

EnrJy in ihe present spring Mr. Soul- 
ier located some very promising copper- 
gold deposits on the west, side of Howe 
Sound, and one of these is at present un- 
der option by local capitalists. Some de- 
velopment work is lo be done on it in 
the near future. 

Reports of discoveries of some very 
good copper-gold prospects close to Hit: 
headwaters of the Capilano River have 
been received in the city from prospec- 
tors now working through that locality. 
Apparently as that, district is being more 
thoroughly gone over the fact is grad- 
ually developing that, to the north of 
Hurra I'd Inlet there exists tin Immense 
area of mineral which will ultimately be 
thoroughly exploited.

ESTIMATES OF WHEAT YIELD. 

Prospects Are Considorcc! Splendid for 
a Record Harvest. 

Winnipeg, .Tilly LS. — During the next 
few days harvesting the wheat crop of 
the Canadian Northwest will begin, al- 
Ihtuigh cutting will not ho general before 
Ihe end of the month. Never before in 
the. history of the country have condi- 
tions been more ideal and carefully com- 
piled reports from various portions of 
the wheat belt have led to a number of 
estimates which range from 110,000,000 
to laO, 000,000 bushels of wheat. 

From the day the seed was planted 
the weather could not have been more 
suitable for heavy crops even had the 
farmers ordered tho weather themselves. 
Dry weather for the seeding was follow- 
ed by warm rains nnd hot days, while 
tin? seed was maturing and since then 
the rain has fallen in plenty during the 
nights, while tho days have been exces- 
sively hot until the crops have grown as 
though they were in some huge hotbed. 
In some localities the wheat has already 
begun to color and is exceptionally heavy 
and strong. 

il.ast year a field that threshed 00 
bushels to the acre was an exception, 
hut this year such fields will he plenti- 
ful and the general average of the Can- 
adian West will be over 125 bushels to 
ihe acre. In certain districts cut worms 
have appeared, bill the damage done is 
so slight that it will not amount to more 
than 1 per rent in the worst cases. 

('. E. McPhcrson, of tho ( VP.K., states 
thnt over a million acres of breaking 
has been done ibis summer already, so 
ihe acreage under crop next year will 
be double ih. 11 of 1005.
